- In exercise of the powers conferred by section 32 of the Delht 
Administration Act , 1966 ( 19 of 1966 ) , the Central Government hereby makes 
the following namely : --- 


CHAPTER / Freliminary 


1. Short title and commencement ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Delhi 
Administration ( Elections to Interim Metropolitan Council) Rules , 1966. 

( 2 ) They shall come into force at once. 


2. Definitions. In these rules unless the coniext otherwise requires, 

( a ) " Act" means the Delhi Adininistration Act, 1986 (19 of 1966 ) ; 
(b ) " election " means the election referred to in sub - section (1 ) of section 

32 ; 
( c ) " elector " means any person entitled to vote at the election ; 
( d ) " alecicrale " means the elertoralr seferred to in sub - section ( 1 ) of 

section 32 : 
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(e ) " Form " means a form annexed to these rules ; 
(f) "Offcial Gazette" means the Oficial Gazette of Delhi. 
( c ) " returning oficer includes an assistant returning officer pertorming 

any function which he is authorised to perform under rule 4 ; 
( b ) " section " means a section of the Act . 


CHAPTER 11 - Election of Members for the Interim Metropolitan Counct. 


3 . Election of members. Forty - two persons shall be elected by an electorate 
consisting of members of the electoral college for Delhi constituted under section 
27A of the Representation of the People Act, 1950 (43 of 1950 ). 


CHAPTER III - Appointnment of Returning Officers And Nomination of Candidates 


! 4 . Returning oficer and his assistanta ( 1 ) The Chief Electorai Officer of 
Delhi shall be the returuning officer for the election . 


( 2 ) The Election Commission may appoint one or more persons, being oficers 
of Government, to assist the returning officer in the performance of his functions 
under these rules 


( 3 ) Every assistant returning officer appointed under sub - rule ( 2 ) shall be 
competent to perform all or any of the functions of the returning oficer . 


5 . Notification for eleotion and appointment of dates for nominations, otom 
As soon as may be after the commencement of these rules , the Election Com 
mission shall, by notification in the Official Gazette , call upon the electorate to 
elect forty -two members before such date as may be specified in the noti 
Acation and shall also , by that notification , appoint 


( a ) the last date for making nominations, 
( b ) the date for the scrutiny of nominations, 
( c ) the last date for the withdrawal of candidatures , and 
( a ) the date on which a poll shall , if necessary, be taken 


which dates shall respectively be the seventh day, the cighth day , the auth 
day and the fourteenth day after the date of publication of the notification , 


6 . Notice of intendod election and list of electors ( 1 ) On the issue of a noti 
Acation under rule 5 the returning officer shall give public notice of the intended 
election in Form 1 and cause to be published in such manner , in such language 
or languages , and at such places , as the Election Commission may direct . 


( 2 ) The returning officer shall also prepare in triplicate a list of the elector 
entitled to vote at the election , send one copy to the Election Commission and 
cause another copy to be affixed in a conspicuous place in his office , 


Nomination of candidatos . - Any person may be nominated as a candidate 
for election under these rules if he is qualified under the relevant provisions 
of the Constitution , the Act and these rules. 


. Presentation of nomination papers . ( 1 ) On or before the date appointed 
unuder clause ( a ) of rule 5 , each candidate shall, either in person or by his 
proposer , between the hours of eleven o clock in the forenoon and three o clock 
in the afternoon deliver to the returning officer at the place specified in this 
behalf in the notice issued under rule 8 a nomination paper completed in Form 
2 and signed by the candidate and by his proposer who shall be a person en . 
titled to vote at the election to which the nomination relates. 


( 2 ) Any nomination paper which is not received before three o clock in the 
afternoon on the last date appointed under clause ( a ) of rule 5 shall be rejected . 

( 3 ) Nothing in this rule shall prevent any candidate from being nomtnated 
through more than one nomination paper for the same election 
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8. Proooduro on receipt of nomination papork - On the prmontation of 
nomination paper , the returning officer aball 
( a ) sign thereon a certificate stating the date and the time of prosentation 

of the nomination paper and enter thereon its serial number : 
( b ) inform the person presenting the nomination paper of the date, time 

and place fixed for the scrutiny of nominations; and 
( c ) cause to be affixed in some conspicuous place in his office a copy of 

the nomination paper as certified and numbered under clause ( a ) of 

this rule . 
10 . Scrutiny of thomination . ( 1 ) The candidates , one proposer for each 
candidate and one other person duly authorised in writing by each candidate , 
shall be entitled to be present at the time of scrutiny of nominations; and the 
returuning officer shall give them all reasonable facilities for examining the 
nomination papers of all candidates which have been dellyered within the time 
and in the manncr laid down in rule8 . 

( 2 ) The returning officer shall then examine the nomination papers and de 
cide all objections which may be made to any of them . 

(3 ) The returning officer , may , either on such objection or on his own motion . 
and after such summary inquiry , if any, as he thinks necessary, reject # dotal 
nation paper on any of the following grounds, namely : 

a ) that the candidate is not qualified under sub - section ( 2 ) of section 

32 ; or 
( h ) that the proposer is not entitled to vote at the election to which the 

nomination relates ; or 
(c ) that the signature of the candidate or proposer is not genuine or has 

been obtained by fraud ; or 
( d ) that the nomination paper has not been duly completed and the 

defect or irregularity is of a substantial character, 
( 4 ) The returning officer shall hold the scrutiny on the date appointed in 
this behalt under clause ( b ) of rule $ and shall not allow any adjournment of 
the proceedings. 

( 5 ) The returning officer shall endorse on each nomination paper his de 
cision either accepting or rejecting it and if the nomination paper is rejected , 
he shall record a brief statement of his reasons for rejecting its 

11. Withdrawal of candidature ( 1 ) Any candidate may withdraw his 
candidature hy a notice in writing in Form 3 signed by him and delivered before 
three o clock in the afternoon on the date fixed under clause ( c ) of ruile 6 to the 
returning officer either by such candidate in person or bv his proposer who 
has been authorised in his behalt in writing by such candidate . 

( 2 ) No person who has given a notice of withdrawal of his candidature under 
1921b - kule ( 1 ) shall be allowed to cancel the notice . 

( 3 ) On the receipt of such notice , the returning officer shall note thereon 
the date on which and the hour at which it was delivered , and cause a copy 
thereof together with the note , to be affixed in some conspicuous place in his 
fice.

menced anew in all respects as if for a new election : 


Provided that no further nomination shall be necessary in the case of a per

Provided further that no person who has under rule 11 given , a notice of 
withdrawal of his candidature shall be ineligible for being nominated as 8.

CHAPTER IV - The Poll 
14 . Prodedure in contested and uncontested elections _ ( 1 ) If the number of 
contesting candidates is more than the number of persons to be elected , & poll 
shall be taken . 


2 ) If the number of such candidates is equal to the number of persons to 
be elected , the returning officer shall forthwith declare all such candidates to be 
duly elected . 


( 3 ) If the number of such candidates is less than the number of persons to 
be , elected , the returning officer şball forthwith declare all such candidates to 
be elected and the Election Com nission shall, by notification in the Odcial 
Gazette , call upon the electors to elect a person or persons to fill the remaining 
weat or seats before such date as way be specifled in that notification . 


15 . Fixing place and Mme of poll . At every election where & pol is to be

16 . Conduct of poll by the returning officer .- ( 1 ) The returning officer shall 
conduct the poll at the place Axed for the poll. 

( 2 ) The returning officer may appoint such polling officer or officers as he 
thinks necessary to assist him in taking the poll, but he shall not so appoint 
Any person who has been employed by , or on behalf of, or has been working 
for, & candidate in or about the election . 

17. Manner of voting at election - - At the election where a poll is taken , votes 
shall be given by secret ballot in accordance with these rules and no vote : 
shall be received lj" proxy. 

18 . Ballot papers. - - ( I ) The ballot papers shall be in such form as has been 
previously upproved by the Election Commission , 

( 2 ) The names of the candidates shall be printed on the ballot paper in the 
Game order as in the list of contestiny carididates published under rule 12 

19 . Ballot Bores.- -Every ballot box used at the poll shall be of a design 
previously approved by the Election Commission . 

20 . Procedure before commenoement of the poll. ( 1 ) The returning officer 
shall Immediately before the corrmencement of the poll allow inspection of the 
ballot box to be used at the poil to such candidates and authorised represen 
tatives of candidates as muy be present at the place of polling 

( 2 ) The returning officer shall then secure and seal the ballot box in such 
manner that the slit for the insertion of ballot papers remains open and shall 
also allow such candidates and authorised representatives of candidates as may 
be present to afilx their own seals if they go desire , 
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21, Admission to the place fixed for the poll ( 1 ) The returning officer shall 
exclude from the place fox for the poll all persons except 

( a ) the polling officers and other public servants on duty ; 
(b ) the candidates and one representative authorized in writing by each 

candidate ; 
( c ) such other persons as the returning officer inay from time to time 

armit for the purpose of ossisting him in taking the poll 
( 2 ) The returning officer shall close the place fixed for the poll at the hour 
fixed for the close of the poll under rule 15 and shall not admit therein any

Provided that all electors present at the piacp ocfore ir is closed shall be en 
titled to have their votes recorded . 

22 Procedure for giving ballot papers , — ( 1 ) The returning officer shall have 
with him a copy of the list of electors prepared by him under sub - rule ( 2 ) of 
rule 6 , and immediately before a ballot paper is delivered to an elector , a mark 
shall be placed against his name in that list .

( 2 ) All ballot papers cancelled under sub - rule (1 ) shall be kept in a se 
parate packet get apart for the purpose. 


( 3 ) If an elector after obtaining any ballot paper for the purpose of re 
cording his vote decides not to use the same he shall return the ballot paper to 
the returning offlcer who shall mark it as " Tteturned Cancelled and keep it in a 
Aparate packet set apart for the purpo3t . 

24 . Votrs and preferences to be exercķsed by electors. - ( 1) Every elector 
shall have one vote only . 
(2 ) An elector in giving his vote 
( a ) shall place on his ballot paper the figure 1 in the place opposite the 

name of the candidate for whom he votes ; and 
( b ) may, in addition, place on his ballot paper the figure 2 or the figures 

2 and 3 or the Agures 2, 3 , and and so on in the spaces opposite 
the names of other candidates in the order of his preferences, 


Explanatior .- - The figures referred to in clauses ( a ) and (b ) of this sub - rule 
may be marked in the international form of Indian numeraly or in the Roman 
form or in the form used in any Indian Language but shall not be indicated in 
words. 


( 9 ) The returning officer shall, if requested by an elector , explain to hirn the 
instructions contained on the hallot paper for the recording of votes , 


3 . Sealing up of ballot boxer etc ., at close of poll .- - ( 1 ) At the close of the 
puul the returning officer shall in the presence of such candidates and authorised 
representatives of candidates as may be present, close the slit as well as the 
ballot box 
(2 ) He shall also make up into separure packetsą . 

( a ) tñe copy of the list of electors marked in accordance with rule 22 ; 
( b ) the ballot papers cancelled under sub - rule (1) and sub - rule (3 ) of 

rule 23 ; and 
(c ) the unused ballot papers, 
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and seal tech such packet with his own seal and the seals of those candidates 
and authorised reprosentatives of candidates who may desire to fix tele seals 
thereon 

26 . Adjournment of poll in emergency .-- ( 1 ) L the proceedings at any place 
flxed for the poll are interrupted or obstructed by riot or open violence, or if 
it is not possible to take the poll at any such place on account of a natural 
calamity or any sufficient cause , the returning officer shall announce an ad 
journment of the poll to a date to the notified later, and irgmediately report the 
circumstances to the Election Commission . 


( 2 ) Whenever a poll is adjourned under sub - rude ( 1 ) the Election Commis 
sion shall , as soon as may be, fix the date on which and the place at which 
and the hours during which the adjourned poll shall be taken and shall notify 
the said details to all concerned in such manner as it may think fit. 


( 3) On the date on which such adjourned poll is taken , the electors who 
have already voted at the poil before its adjournment will not be entitled to 
vote , but only the remaining electors may vote at such adjourned poll.

( 2 ) The returuin , officer shall then Acrutinize the ballot papere taken out 
of the ballot boxes and separate the ballot papers which he deem valid from 
those which he rejects endorsing on the latter the word Rjected and the 
ground for such rejection .

shall arrange the remaining ballot papers in parcels according to the first pre

(2 ) The returning officer ahall also ascertain and record the total number of 
valid papers . 

( 3 ) For the purpose of facilitating the process prescribed in rules 32 to 37 , eack 
valid ballot paper shall be deemed to be of the value of one hundred .. 

( 4 ) In carrying out the provisions of rules 32 to 37 the returning officer shall 
disregard all fractions and ignore all preferences recorded for candidates already 
elected or excluded from the poll . 

32 . Ascertainment of quota . - ( 1 ) The returning officer shall add together the 
values of the papers in all the parcels and divide the total by a number which 
exceeds by one the number oť vacancies to be filled . 

( 2 ) The quotient so obtained increased by one shall be the number sufficient 
to secure the return of a candidate , hereinafter called the quota , 

33. Candidates with quota olccted .- ( 1 ) If the end of any count or at the eno 
of the transfer of any parcel or sub - parcel of an excluded candidate the value of 
ballot papers credited to a candidate is equal to , or greater than the quota , that 
candidate shall be declared elected . 

34 . Transfer of surplus ( 1 If at the end of any count the value of the ballot 
papers credited to a candidate is greater than the quota the surplus shall be trans 
ferred to the continuing candidates indicated on the ballot papers of that candi 
date as being next in order of the elector s preference in accordance with the 
provisions of this ruule . 

( 2 ) It more than one candidate has a surplus, the largest surplus shall be 
dealt with first and the others in order of magnitude: 

Provided that every surplus arising on the first count of votes shall be dealt 
with before those arising on the second count and so on . 

( 3 ) Where there are more surpluses than one to distribute and two or more 
gurpluses are equal, regard shall be had to the original votes of each candidate 
and the candidate for whom most original votes are recorded shall have his surplus 
Arst distributed ; and if the values of their original votes are equal, the returning 
oficer shall decide by lot which candidate shall have his surplus first distributed . 
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(4 ) (a ) If the surplus of any candidate to be transferred arises from original 
votes only , the returning officer shall examine all the papers in the parcel belong 
ing to that candidate, divide the unexhausted papers into sub . parcels accord 
ing to the next preference recorded thereon and make a separate sub -parcel of 
the exhausted papers . 

(b ) He shall ascertain the value of ttie Laers in cach sub - parcel, and of all 
The unexhausted papers , 

( c ) If the value of thi unexhausted papers is equal to or less than the stirplus, 
he shall transfer all the unexhausted papers at the value at which they were 
received by the candidate whose surplus is being transferred , 

( d ) If the value of the unexhausted papers is greater than the surplus , he 
shall transfer the sub - partels of unexhausted papers , and the value at which each 
paper shall be transferred shall be ascertained by dividing the surplus by the total 
number of exhausted papere . 

(6 ) If the surplus of any cudidate 1o be transferred arises from transferred 
as well as original votes, the returning officer shall re - examine all the papers in 
the sub - parcel last transferred to the candidate, divide the unexhausted papers 
into sub - parcels according to the next preferences recorded thereon , and then deal 
with the sub - parcels in the same manner as in provided in the case of sub -parcels 
referred to in sub - rule ( 4 ) . 

(6 ) The papers transferrod to each candidate shall be added in the form of a 
sub - parcel to the papers already belonging to such candidate , 

( 7 ) All papers in the parcul or sub - parcel of an elected candidate not trans 
ferred under this rule shall be iet apart as finally dealt with . 


35 . Exclusion of candidates lowest on the poll.- - ( 1 ) II after all surpluses have 
been transferred as hereinbefore provided , the number of candidates elected is 
less than the required number, the returning offcer shall exclude from the poll 
the candidate lowest on the poll and shall distribute his unexhausted papers among 
the continuing candidates according to the next preferences recorded thereon ; and 
any exhausted papers shall he fet apart as finally dealt with . 

( 2 ) The papers containing original votes of an cxcluded candidate ahall first 
he transferred, the transfer value of each paper heinx one hundred . 

( 3 ) The papers containink transferred votes of an excluded candidate shall 
then be transferred in the order of the transfers in which , and al. the value at 
which , he obtained them . 

( 4 ) Each of such transfers shall be deemed to be a separate transfer but not 
21 separate count. 


( 5 ) The wrocess directed by this rule shall be repeated on the successivc exclu 
sions one after another of the candidates lowest on the poll until such vacancy is 
filled either by the election of a candidate with the quota or as hereinaftet provid 
ed . 


(6 ) If at any time it becomics necessary to exclude it candidate and two oL 
more candidates have the same value of votes and are the lowest on the poll, re 
gard shall be had to the original Frotes of each cat lidate and the candidate for 
whom fewest original votes are recorded shall be flrst excluded ; and if the values 
of their original votes are equal the candidate with the smallest value at the earliest 
count at which these candidates had linegual value shall be first excluded , 


( 7 ) If two or more vandidatos are lowest on the poll and each has the sanie 
value of voles at all counts the returning officer shall decide by lot which candi 
date shall be first excluded . 


36 . Transfer when to be discontinued . If as a result of the transfer of papers , 
the value of the votes obtained by a candidate is equal to or greater than the 
quota the count then proceeding shall be completed but no further pevers shall 
Be transferred to him . 


37. Filling the last vacancles . - ( 1 ) When at the end of any count the number 
of continuing candidates is reduced to the number of vacancies remaining unflled , 
the continuing candidates shall be declared elected . 
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( 2 ) When at the end of any count only one vacancy remains wAlled and the 
value of papers of some one candidate exceeds a total value of all the other con 
tinuing candidates together with any purplus not transferred that candidate 57a !) 
be declared elected , 


( 3 ) When at the end of any count only one vacancy remains unfilled and there 
are only two continuing candidates and each of them has the same value of votes 
and no surplus remains capable of transfer , the returning officer shall decide by 
lot which of them shall be first excluded , and after the exclusion of one of the 
candidates in the manner aforesaid the other candidate shall be declared elected . 


38. Recounting - The returning officer may at the instance of any candidate 
or of the authorised representative of a candidate in the absence of that candidate , 
re - count votes whether once or more than once, when the returning officer la not 
satisfied as to the accuracy of any previous count: 


Provided that nothing in this rule shall make it obligatory on the returning 
officer to re -count the same yotes more than once , 


39. Declaration of results . — When the counting of votes has been completed , 
the returning officer shall forthwith : - 


( a ) declare the result of the election to those present ; 
(b ) prepare and certify a return of the election in Form 5 ; and 
( c ) seal up in separate packets the valid ballot papers and the rejected 

ballot papers and record on each such packet a description of its 
contents . 


10 . Report of the result. - ( 1 ) As soon as may be after the result of an election 
has been declared the returning officer shall report the reguit to the Election 
Commission . 


( 2 ) The Election Commission on receipt of such report shall cause to be pub 
lished in the Official Gazette the declarations containing the names of the elected 
candidates . 


( 3 ) The returning officer shall, after reporting the result of the election under 
sub - rule ( 1 ) , forward a certified return to the Election Commission . 


CHAPTER VI – Miscellaneous 


41 , Custody of ballot boxos god election papers .- -All ballot boxes used at an 
election under these rules and the packets of ballot papers and all other papers 
relating to the election shall, after the election , be kept in such custody as the 
Election Commission may direct , 


42 . Disposal of election papers. - All ballot papers and other papers relating 
to an election shall be destroyed after such period as the Election Commission may 
Ax in this behalf , 


43. Disputes regarding election . In the event of any dispute arising out of 
any election held under these rules , the provisions of Part VI and Part VII of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) shall, so far as may be, apply 
in relation to the decision of such dispute as they apply in relation to the decision 
of any dispute arising out of the election of a member of a Legislative Council 
held under the said Act : 


Provided that in such application
